Mr. Burrows raised the question of consid- 
eration. At first the Republicans refused to 
vote, but upon the second roli-call they, at 
Mr. Conger’s suggestion, cast their votes in 
the negative. The result was: Yeas, 144; 
nays, 68. So the House determined to pro- 
ceed with the consideration of the Appor- 
tionment bill. 

a scene of confusion occurred this after- 
noon over the demand of the Republicans for 
unlimited debate on the Apportionment bill. 
Messrs. Conger and Robinson insisted that 
the Republicans had not had equal time with 
the Democrats to speak. Mr. Cox offered the 
Republicans his hour, which was refused, 
and Mr. Cox then said that he would call the 
previous question. The Republicans said if 
he did so they would fight out the question, 
which would defeat the bill. Various sug- 
gestions of compromise were offered by 
members, half of the House being on the 
floor calling the Speaker. 

THE REPUBLICANS ORJECTED 
to anything but full debate, and Mr. Conger 
demanded the reading of the bill. 

Mr. Cox demanded the previous question, 
and the Republicans determined to filibuster. 
Several, however, did vote. When the vote 
was announced—136 affirmative and 10 neg- 
ative—the Speaker called out, “The Chair 
votes, making just a quorum.” 

The Republicans then resorted to dilatory 
motions, Mr. Conger moving to adjourn and 
adjourn to a day certain; and Mr. Page (Cal.) 
moving for a recess; pending which, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Atkins, the Senate amendments 
to the Lezislative, Judicial. and Executive 
Appropriation bili were non-concurred in. 
The motion being putto adjourn to a day 
certain (Saturday), no quorum voted, and a 
call of the House was ordered.

THE DIPLOMATIC DINNER. 
Spectac Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasuinetonr, D. C., Feb. 24.—The recep- 
tion at the White House to-night by the 
President and Mrs. Hayes, in honor of the 
Diplomatic Corps, was one of the most mag- 
nificent entertainments ever given there. 
The weather was delightful, the stars shone 
brightly, and soon after 8 o’clock carriages 
began to deposit fair women and brave men 
at the main enirance. The diplomats were 
driven by a private way to a side-door, and 
were shown to dressing-rooms reserved for 
them. The offices on the second story 
were fitted up as cloak-rooms for 
gentlemen, and the private bed-chambers 
of the President’s family were used as dress- 
ing-rooms for the ladies. When thé wrap- 
pings had been deposited, and last touches 
given to the toilettes, 
THE GUESTS 
moved forward. by twos through the upper 
hall, down the main staircase at the west end 
of the building, and then through the vesti- 
bule again to the East Room. The halls and 
stairways were profusely adorned with rare 
hot-house plants, and there were several 
graceful draperies of the Star: and Stripes. 
The full Marine Band in scariet uni- 
form was in the lower hail adja- 
cent to the vestibule, and performed a 
choice selection of music. The President 
and Mrs. Llayes stood near the east side of 
the East Room. Mrs. Evarts stood at Mrs. 
Hayes’ right hand, and on either side of the 
hosts were the young ladies of the Diplomat- 
ic Corps elegantly dressed. Mrs. Hayes 
wore a peach-blow brocade underskirt, with 
steel- gray satin court-train and crystal 
passementerie, with lace around her throat 
and a silver comb in her wealth of black 
hair. The guests, as they passed, were 
PRESENTED TO THE PRESIDENT 
by young Mr. Hayes, and to Mrs. Hayes by 
Col. Casey. Beyond the ladies of the Dipld- 
matic Corps were the members of the Cab- 
inet, some of them accompanied by the ladies 
of their families. To describe the varied 
throng which wound ahout the East Room 
like a huge anaconda, passed by the Pres- 
ident, Mrs. Hayes, the diplomats, and the 
Cabinet officers, and then wound its way be- 
hind them around into the parlors, is not a 
possible task.

CONSOLIDATION, 
SUIT OF THE DIRECT CABLE COMPANY. 

New York, Feb. 24.—The suit of the Direct 
United States Cable Company was begun in 
the United States Cireuit Court, to-day, 
against the Atlantic & Pacific, Western 
Union, and American Union Telegraph Com- 
panies and the Union Trust Company. The 
plaintiff asks a permanent injunction to pre- 
veut the consolidation of the defendant com- 
panies, and claims that the compact entered 
into in 1874 between the Cable Company and 
the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company 
was in the nature almost of a partnership by 
which the latter Company could not honestly 
vonsolidate with any company without the 
Cable Company’s consent. 

At the afternoon session counsel for com- 
plainants presented in evidence a deposition 
from John Penders, of London, setting forth 
that he had read the affidavit of Jay Gould of 
Feb. 21, and many of the allegations therein 
he denies. He further says that in the sum- 
mer of 1879he met Ward, the New York 
agent for the Direct United States Cable 
Company, in Londoh. Ward told him 

JAY GOULD WAS THERE, 
and he expressed a desire to meet him, and 
did not know he (Gould) was connected with 
any telegraph companies in America. Mr. 
Gould called on me,“ he says, but bis visit 
was only a friendly one. and not in any sense 
official. I deny that I did at any time 
make any of the suggestions he referred to 
in tne affidavit of Jay Geuld. I deny Lever 
expressed an intention of going to America 
to bring about friendly relations between the 
American and European Companies. I am

Ir the Legislature of Wisconsin shall be 
officialiy notified of Senator Carpenter’s 
death on or before next Monday, his suc- 
cessor will be chosena week from Tuesday.

Whenever during the session of the Legisia- 
ture of any State a vacancy occurs in the rep- 
resentation of such State in the Senate, pro- 
ceedings to fill such vacancy shail be had on the 
second Tuesday after the Legisiature is orgaa- 
ized and has notice of such vacancy. 


The required notice will come in the usual 
form from the President of the Senate to the 
Governor of the State, and by the latter be 
communicated to the Legislature.

FILIBUSTERING ON APPORTIONMENT. 
There are two quéstions involved in the 

dilatory tactics resorted to by the Republicans 
yesterday when Mr. Cox endeavored to force 
a vote on the Apportionmént bill—namely: 
(1) the merits, and (2) the propriety of employ- 
ing filibustering measures to postpone and ulti- 
mately defeat a measure which is obnoxious 
to the minority. 

The merits of the controversy may be best 
reached by describing the status of the case. 
The bill originally introduced by Mr. Cox 
provided for 301 members, which gave the 
South an excess of four over the North, or 
again of eight members. The Democratic 
majority of the Committee reported an 
amendment providing for 811 members, 
which gave the South an excess of six.over 
the North. The Republican minority of the 
Committee reported an amendment fixing 
the membership at 319, and dividing the 
twenty-six new members evenly between the 
North and the South. Then Mr. Cox offered 
asa substitute a bill fixing the membership 
at 307, which provides forcertain of the States 
that had large unrepresented fractions under 
the number he\first proposed, but still allows 
the South to gain four more new members 
than the North would gain thereby. The Re- 
publican caucus after several considerations 
on the subject determined not to accept any 
less number than 319. The main ground 
upon which this decision was based is that 
while the North asa section increased about 
6,500,000 and the South as a section increased 
only 4,500,000 during the preceding ten 
years, it would be unfair to the North 
if the South were permitted to ac- 
quire a greater proportionate strength 
in the House of Representatives than 
ithas had heretofore. The claim of the 
Democrats is that the increase of population 
in the South in proportion to its number of 
inhabitatants has been greater than the in- 
crease at the North in proportion to its popu- 
lation, and also that the country should prop- 
erly be divided into several sections,—New 
Engiand, Eastern, Western, Middle, South- 
ern, and Pacific,—in which case the sectional 
gain of the South would not appear exces- 
sive in proportion to the relative increase of 
population. But this statement of the case 
excludes two Important considerations which 
the Republicans insist upon —viz.: 
(1) The large increase of population 
in the South if fairly enumerated arises from 
the defects in the enumeration of 1870; or, in 
other words, if the census of 1870 in the 
South had been anything like so complete as 
that of 1880 has been, no such increase could 
have been shown. (2) The sectional division 
into North and South has been established 
by the Solid South itself, and so long as this 
sectional condition exists in politics it is nec- 
essary for the North as the larger section 
to protect itself against encroachment 
from the smaller section. This is a 
fair statement of both sides of the case on 
its merits,and arithmetic favors one side 
quite as much as the other in figuring out 
the proportions of political rep sentation. 

As to the propriety of fiib tering, that 
part of the subject might be wsmissed with 
Sambo’s answer to his partner when the lat- 
ter questioned whether it was right to rob 
the hen-roost?“ “Dis am a great moral 
question,” said Sambo, handing down 
another chicken, which we haven't got 
time to discuss just now.” The fact is 
that the controversy over apportionment is 
to a certain extent the struggle for 
party advantage on either side. The Demo- 
cratic party is the majority and the Repub- 
lican party is the minority party in the 
House ot Representatives. If the Democrats 
are not sifcere enough in their convictions 
nor zealous enough in their devotion thereto 
to hold their majority together and keep 
their members in their seats, they must ex- 
pect to forfeit the advantage which a major- 
ity gives them. The minority in a legisla- 
tive body will always protect itself by any 
obstructive method it may lawfully 
employ. A single legislative day was 
extended to several weeks during the 
Aamous Kansas and Nebraska struggle 
by dilatory tactics. Since the War the Dem- 
ocrats have generally been the filibusters, 
because they have generally been in the 
minority, and notably during the contention 
over the Force bill they extended their ob- 
struction over several days. An outcry 
against filibustering has not much signifi- 
cance or influence at any time. If the Re 
publicans believe that it will be a serious po- 
litical loss and an unfair division of popular 
representation in the National Legislature to 
permit the South to gain four members 
more than the North ‘shall gain in 


a new apportionment, they can scarce 
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within the law and practice of legisiative 
leaders to prevent such again. The Demo- 
crats are rather blamable for undertaking to 
force such a measure when they cannot con- 
trol a sufficient majority to carry it out with- 
out wasting valuable time. A sufficient num- 
ber of Republicans and Greenbackers voted 
on the issue of ordering. the previous ques- 
tion to enable the Democrats to carry that 
point, but the Democrats were not strong 
enough to follow the previous question with 
a prompt party victory. Knowing this to be 
so, they nevertheless refused to take up the 
appropriations or other business; refused also 
to listen to the announcement of Senator 
Carpenter’s death, upon which an adjourn- 
ment would have followed, but persisted in 
holding the House in a state of inaction till 
late in the night.

‘not the Republicans shall be able to re- 


organize the Senate after the 4th of March, 
though the event does not necessarily have 
that bearing. It is true that, under the law 
for filling a vacancy in the United States 
Senate during the session of the Legislature 
of the State in which such vacancy occurs, 
Senator Carpenter’s successor cannot be 
elected until the second Tueslay after the 
official announcement of his death shall be 
made. This will prevent the choice of ‘his 
successor by election until Tuesday, March 
8 but the delay can be avoided by an ad- 
journment of the Legislature sine die, with 
the understanding that the Governor shall 
calla new session after the 4th of March. 
In the meantime the Governor will be au- 
thorized to appoint a successor to Senator 
Carpenter’s seat, because the law does not 
impose upon him, in the absence of the Leg- 
islature, the delay which is otherwise re- 
quired. The Republicans may possibly indi- 
cate by caucus action their preference for the 
temporary appointment, which the Governor 
might follow to relieve himself from em- 
barrassment. After reassembling the Leg- 
islature would be able to proceed rezu- 
larly with che election of Senator. 
This manner of proceeding is probably ad- 
visable in view of a prolonged contest in the 
Legislature, judging from the recent expe- 
rience in electing a Senator from Wisconsin. 
It is true the Republicans in the Senate may 
postpone an effort at reorganization until 
they shall have their complement of Sena- 
tors, but it may be that it will thus be de- 
layed till the regular session of Congress 
next winter. The result of an attempt at 
Republican organization of the Senate is 
still a matter of doubt. There are thirty- 
seven Republican Senators, and the same 
number of Democratic Senators. With 
Senator Carpenter’s seat filled, it now 
looks as though all the Senators will be 
present after the 4th of March, if an execu- 
tive session be called. The situation then 
turns upon the two Independents, Judge 
Davis, of Illinois. and Gen. Mahone, of Vir- 
ginia. If both these Senators vote with the 
Democrats, the latter will prevail; if either 
one vote with the Republicans, Vice-Presi- 
dent Arthur will have the casting vote. and 
the Republicans will prevall. It seems to be 
conceded on all sides that Judge Davis will 
vote with the Democrats to retain the pres 
ent organization, whatever course he may 
take in the future. The reasons for this 

robabie action are, first, because Davis 
feels that he was elected by the Democrats; 
and, second®because he voted for the present 
organization of the Senate, and hence he 
feels that he cannot consistently vote against 
itnow. it will rest with Gen. Mahone to 
determine the matter. Both parties main- 
tain that Mahone is with them. On the Dem- 
ocratic side it is contended that Mahone is a 
Democrat in all matters affecting National 
party organization, and that his quarrel in- 
side the party covers only State differences. 
On the other hand it is maintained, 
apparently with equal foree, that Gen. 
Manone's ambition to control his State 
against the Bourbons, and the assurance 
that the Republicans of Virginia will act 
with him in this effort under certain con- 
ditions, will induce him to vote with the Re- 
publicans for reorganizing the Senate. If 
the latter view shail prove to be correct, the 
Senate will be definitively Republican during 
the next two years, for upon all important 
questions it is scarcely to be doubted that In 
future Judge Davis will be found on the side 
of the Republicans much oftener than on 
the other side. 


BISMARCK’S SOCIALISTIC BILL. 

Prince Bismarck has offered a concession 
to the proletariat of Germany which is at- 
tracting much discussion, not only in that 
country, but all over Europe. When Bis- 
marck wants to do athing hedoesit. He 
never stops to theorize, but puts his plan 
into practical operation, since he has only 
himself to please. Hence other statesmen 
and social reformers always view with more 
or less of alarm these sudden plunges ot the 
German Chancellor. While they are theoriz- 
ing and speculating, heacts. For this reason 
his new ¢oncession may already be consid- 
ered as à practical step and as a permanent 
one—until it fails in operation. 

The concession is in the nature of a bill 
which offers aid from the State to workmen 
to enable them to provide against the results 
of accident. In other words, it is a system 
of national insurance, made compulsory, of 
laborers in certain avocations against all 
accidents which may happen in the course of 
their labor. The provisions of the bill, which 
isnowin the hands of the Council and will 
shortly be introduced in Parliament, confine 
insurance to those working in mines, salt- 
mines, quarries, dock-yards, buildings, fac- 
tories, and foundries, and receiving wages 
which do not exceed 2,000 marks ($500) per 
annum. The general features of the bill are 
thus stated by the Pall Mall Gazette of 
Feb. 5: 


In the case of workmen receiving upwards of 
750 marks ($185) a year, the premium is to be 
paid in equal shares by the employer and the 
workman; in the case of those receiving less 
than that sum, the employer is pay two- 
thirds, and the remaining one-third js to full on 
the poor- rate. The accidents insured against are 
all those, whatever their cause, which result in 
death or inability to work exceeding four weeks 
in duration. In the case of death the widow is 
to receive a pension equal to 06 per cent 
of the wages her husband was receiving 
at the time of the accident, until her 
death or marriage,—a sum which ie to be in- 
creased by 10 per cent of such wages for each 
child under 15, but never to exceed 50 per cent. 
Motherless orphans, or children whose mother 
bas married again, are to receive 10 per cent 
each, the total allowance to any one family be- 
ing here again limited to 50 per cent. it the 
accident results in inability to work, the work- 
man is to receive the expenses of medical treat- 
ment from the end of the fourth week after the 
accident, and in addition thereto an allowance 
varying in amount according to the degree of 
his injuries. If and as long as he is totally dis- 
abled, the allowance is to equal two-thirds of 
his If and as long as he is purtially dis- 
22 it is to range from one - fourt 


all the consequent expenses. 

The most remarkable feature of this bill 
is to be found in the fact that it is only the 
first step in a long series of remedial meas- 
ures fox the benefit of mankind in Germany. 
In a statement of the objects and reasons for 
the bill, printed by authority in the North- 
German Gazette, it is declared that the 
scheme will hot be complete until all work- 
men are insured, not alone against accident 
but against illness and old age, and their 
orphans and widows against any possibility 
ef destitution arising from the death of those 
who have supported them. Further, the

the main for the protection of the propertied 
classes, but as considering In an equal de- 
gree the wants and interests of the poor. The 
objection that such consideration would in- 
troduce a Socialistic element into legislation 
must not be allowed to deter us, for in truth 
the question is only one of expanding the 
present public provision for the poor, and 
developing the idea which lies at the root of 
it.” So far as the bil for insurance against 
accident is concerned, it remains to 
be seen how the German workingmen 
will regard it, for workingmen generally of 
the day-labor class have little eare for the 
future. They live only from day to day, and 
they want their full wages, but this bill af- 
fects them as one form of taxation. It is re- 
ally a reduction of his wages, and a compul- 
sory one at that, as he is required to pay half 
the amount of the premium and the employer 
the other half, while if on this account the 
employer should still further reduce wages, 
the national style of Insurance might become 
very burdensome, especially to laborers who 
care but very little for the future, and who 
are already wretchedly paid for their work. 
It is pretty certain that our own working- 
men would not very favorably regard a sys- 
tem of insurance in which the premiums had 
to be compulsorily paid out of their wages. 
But this is not the only feature of the bill 
that looks unfavorable, It is in reality a sop 
thrown to the Socialists which the So- 
olalists may not relish. It will imme- 
diately occur to them that this is 
an effort at compensation for the 
repressive legislation of 1878, growing out of 
Bismarck’s alarm at the dangerous agita- 
tions and the industrial distress oecasioned 
by that legislation. It will also occur to him 
that he is In a position where he needs their 
votes, and that once before he used them and 
then deserted them. Bismarck of course has 
the power to enforce his measure, but it does 
not yet appear that it will be altogether

DEATH OF SENATOR MATT HK CAR- 
PENTER. 

Senator Carpenter, of Wisconsin, died yes- 
terday morning at his lodgings in Washing- 
ton City, after a severe illness of some 
weeks’ duration. His health, however, had 
been failing for a long time. The Senator 
was one of that class of American states- 
men who attract great bodies of personal 
admirers, and for whom their admirers en- 
tertain that strong personal attachment 
which amounts almost to personal alle- 
giance. Conspicuous in the list of Amer- 
ican public men of this class was Henry 
Clay, who for forty years of public life had 
the ardent personal support of a large body 
of his countrymen, who mourned his defeats 
and rejoiced in his triumphs as enthusiastic- 
ally and us devotedly as if each man had an 
exclusive property in the great statesman. 
The fierce opposition to Mr. Clay, and the 
bitterness of the defamation waged upon 
him, only served te intensify the devotion of 
his friends. Intellectually far superior to 
his great rivals, Webster and Calhoun, he 
won the popular heart, and retained its affec- 
tion as neither of thesé was able to do. 

Senator Carpenter had many of the char- 
acter istics of Mr. Clay. He was an orator, 
gifted with an imposing presence and a hand- 
some form. He was an able, a studious, and 
an accomplished lawyer. He was more ofa 
lawyer than a legislator,—in fact, he was a 
lawyer with statemanship attached to his 
profession. The only political office he ever 
held was that of Senator from 189 to 1875 
and, after an intermission of four years, from 
1879 to the date of hisdeath. In the Senate 
he took high rank because of his ability, his 
learning, and his independence. For two 
years during his first term he served as Pres- 
ident pro tempore of that body. The records 
of the Senate bear evidence of his ability in 
many of the most e borate and brilliant de- 
bates on the great’ questions arising during 
his teim of service. His famous report in 
the Louisiana case in 1878 has become his- 
torical. 

Politically, Mr. Carpenter was an active 
Democrat until after the Rebeilion was pro- 
claimed, when he decided that the best way 
to support the Union was to give his in- 
fluence to the Administration and to the party 
which was then defending the Union, and 
he continued to act with the Republican 
party from that time to the end. His fervid 
eloquence and great personal popularity 
made him a valuable friend of the Re- 
publican party, and did much towards mak- 
ing Wisconsin, which had always been 
Democratic, a solid Republican State. When 
the term of Mr. Doolittle, who had Johnson- 
ized,” expired, Mr. Carpenter was elected to 
the Senate in 1869, where, as we have said, 
he became conspicuous for his ability and 
his eloquence, and won all bearts by the 
magnetism of his genial manners. 

At the close of the term in 1876 he was de- 
feated for reélection, He had voted for the 
reckless legislation of the Congress of 1873, 
including the famous back-pay bill, and he 
went down in the general defeat of the Re- 
publican partv in 1874 which followed that 
legislation. The Republicans of Wisconsin, 
it was true, had carried a majority of the 
Legislature, but a portion of that majority 
refused to support Mr. Carpenter for various 
reasons, including his support and defense 


tain personal qualities which in turn had 
made him more popular with others. Four 
years later, however, on the happening of 
the next vacancy in the Senate, he was again 
elected. 

There was during his public life an opposi- 
tion to Mr. Carpenter founded upon the in- 
dustrious circulation of stories touching his 
personal life and associations. These stories— 
true, partially true, or false—were, with gross 
exaggerations, widely published to injure 
him, and for that purpose were successful to 
a large extent among certain classes of per- 
sons. With his usual courage and unfailing 
spirit of independence, he did not permit 
such things to disturb him in any way; he 
treated all such things with contemptuous 
sileuce, and pursued his personal, political, 
and professional course undisturbed by the 
tongue of malicious gossip. 

Had Mr. Carpenter entered public life at 
an earlier date, had he made statesmanship 
his leading profession, had he been less the 
professional attorney and more exclusively a 
representative of the people, and had he 
cared enough for public opinion to have 
avoided offenses agalust public taste, he 
might have taken high rank among the pub- 
lic men of the time. He had mahy of the 
best qualities for public service. He was a 
man of finished reading and education; he 
was a man of fascinating manners and at- 
tractive presence; he had great command of 
language, and all the graces of an orator; 
he was an experienced and thorough consti- 
tutional lawyer; and these qualifications, so 
rarely found united in such an eminent de- 
gree in one person, are those which 
would have enabled him to, attain 
an honored and commanding 
in the country. That he failed to 
obtain the eminence to which he might well 
have aspired was due in the first place 
toa necessity for a ‘diligent application to

THE WROOTIATIONS AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 


The near approach of the negotiations of 
the Powers with reference to the new 
Grecian frontier, as callea for in the Berlin 
Treaty, will render a sketch of the prelim- 
inary situation interesting. All the Powers 
have given their adherence to the proposal 
of the Porte to reopen negotiations, and the 
Paris correspondent of the London Times 
furnishes that paper with a sketch of the 
method that will be followed. It is wound 
with red tape, as will be seen, and will in- 
volve long and tedious discussions ore 
any settlement can be arrived at. Each 
bassador, singly or in company with one col- 
league, will in terview the representatives of 
the Porte, and will use all possible influence 
to induce them to make the desired conces- 
sions. After these interviews the Ambassa- 
dors will meet in conference, and communi- 
cate to each other the results they have 
reached and their impressions as to the tem- 
per of the Porte. They will discuss these 
results together, and will then draw up 
in concert an identical report to be 
sent by each Ambassador to his Govern- 
ment, so that the Powers may communicate 
their views to each other upon this one docu- 
ment, and not upon different reports, where 
an agreement might be impossible. The 
telegraph has already reported the positions 
which Turkey and Greece are likely to 
take in this conference. The Porte has 
informed Germany and Austria, who will 
take the lead in the negotiations, of the max- 
imum concession it will make. It is ready 
to cede the whole of Thessaly and a portion 
of Epirus, but refuses absolutely to cede 
Janina, Metzavo, or Prevesa. As these are 
the very districts which Greece most of all 
desires, and which are largely Greek in popu- 
lation, besides being the only important com- 
mercial centres in Epirus, the remaining ter- 
ritory being of little more value than sheep 
pastures, it will be seen that here is a serious 
disagreement at once. Meanwhile Greece 
persistently demands the execution of the 
provisions of the Berlin Treaty,—and in 
exact justice this is what the Powers 
shovld do for her,—and has presented a 
note to the Powers demanding admission to 
the pourparlers at Constantinople, and if re- 
fused will make the widest reservation with 
reference to the decisions to be arrived at in 
the negotiations. The Powers are thus placed 
in an embarrassing position at the outset, for 
they are commencing as it were de novo, and 
have agreed to consider the provisions of the 
Berlin Treaty as temporarily suspended. 
They must compromise in some manner so 
as to avoid war, and this must be done from 
the Turkish point of view, since Greece 
would not dare to declare war against Tur- 
key and incur the ill-will of Europe, Tur- 
key has perémptorily declared, first, how far 
she will go, which, in the opinion of the 
London Times, reduces the Powers to the 
following alternatives: “ Either war must 
be avoided, in which ease the sacrifice of 
Janina and Metzavo must not be imposed 
upon the Porte, or the cession of 
these places will be insisted upon. 
which would imply a decision to let 
war break out. The latter hypothesis 
being quite inadmissible, it must be inferred 
that in the minds of the Powers it is hence- 
forth understood that the sacrifice of Janina 
and Metzavo will not be Imposed on the 
Porte, but that it will be strongly pressed to 
yield to Greece the other territories fixed on 
at the Berlin Conference.” Unquestionably 
this indieatęes very nearly the decision the 
Powers willarrive at. The Porte will not 
be coerced, and, as the Powers are not 
thoroughly in coneert, there is littie doubt 
but that Turkey will triumoh, and Greece, as 
usual with the weaker country, will be the 
victim. The Greeks know that Europe will 
abandon them the moment that they refuse 
to accept the decision and declare war against 
Turkey, and that they will be left to their 
fate. It is either half a loaf or none for 
them, Absolute justice does not figure in 
these negotiations. It sums itself up in this: 
that Turkey has named what she will give 
Greece, and Greece will have to take it,

Shall siemens“ Patent Be Extended? 

There is a bill pending in Congress to ex- 
tend the “Siemens regenerative furnace 
patent seven years longer.

Public atten- 
tion is diverted away, and it is sneaked through 
Congress in the rush and scramole to pass bilis 
in the night meetings on the eve of adjourn- 
ment. 

This English patent was taken out in this 
country in 1864,and enormous royaities have 
been charged American manufacturers ever 
since, and a princely fortune has been derived 
from it; but there is no limit to human greed, 
and the foreigu owners of the patent seek to 
bleed the American public for seven years 
lounger, and ask Congress to grant them author- 
ity to do 80. 

The Siemens process is a method of extract- 
zug the gases of coal, and then using these gases 
in puddiimg furnaces to heat iron to be roiled.

A number of 
manufacturers who have purchased the right to 
use the Siemens process Guring the life of the 
patent are now, it is said, operating with Sie- 
mens’ agents for its extension, because such ex- 
tension will continue to restrict its introduc tion 
and limit its use to concerns who now have the 
“inside track” and who would rather pay a high 
royaity to enjoy a monopoly than to have the 
regenerator thrown open to all iron men and the 
puddiing process to be cheapened. If the patent 
expires any one may use the furnace who wants 
to, and that is just what thosescitish persons are 
opposed to; hence their desire that this British 
monopoly shall be continued seven years longer, 
to the general injury of American producers 
and consumers. Illinois coal is found to work 
excellently weil in the Siemens furnace, and 
consequentiy the noh-extension of the English 
patent is of great importance to hundiéds of 
manufacturers io this State as it is to thousands 
in the other States. 

Siemens has recently applied his gas method to 
making steel with great success, and has taken 
out patents thereon in this country which have 
many years to run. He is sure to reap another

The House Committee on Canals and Rivers, 
having received the permission of the House, 
began their tour of inspection into the canal 
and sewerage question. They arrived in the 
city yesterday afternoon, and after some deiay 
secured quarters at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
The full Committee arrived, as follows: Henry 
Stratton, Chairman; P. J. McMahon, J. H. Shaw, 
J. L. Parish, David Heryer. W. B. Harvey. 
William M. Duffy, Joseph Gallup, and John 
H. Crandall. Although the towns along 
the river seem to have been fully notified of 
their coming, very few in Chicago were aware 
of their inteations, and their visit here did not at 
all result in bringing out the Chicago arguments 
as to the vexed question between this city 
and the canal towns.

HIS POSITION ON THE MATTER. 

He could readily see that his friends along the 
river were deeply interested in the stenches 
they were receiving from the intolerable and 
unpleasant state of the water.

TWO WOMEN’S CRIME. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Columns. O., Feb. 2%4.—The special Grand 
Jury which has been considering the charges 
against Mrs. Rebecca Corzilius and Mrs. Martha 
Darety, ot thiscity,at London, Madison County, 
brought in an indictment this morning against 
both women of murder in the first degree, they 
having been charged with the killing of Samuel 
Armstrong. a former husband of Mrs. Corzilius, 
over two years since. Contrary to general ex- 
pectanon, the man Adams, recently arrested in 
Missouri, was not indicted. It is believed that 
the prosecution expect a confession from Ad- 
ams when the case comes up fortrial. The 
brother of the murdered man now feeis 
that bis labors in tracing the murderer down 
have not been in vain. It is said that he has 
spent a large sum of money in working up the 
matter. Henry White, a former husband 
of Mrs. Darety, the mother of Mrs. 
Corzilius, testified that he became  ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Darety in this city about a 
year ago, and soon after married her. White 
gives the following particulars of his former 
wife’s confession: After the marriage, Mrs. 
Darety and her da ter, Mrs. Corzilius, moved 
from the place where they had been living 
to another part of the city. The first 
night after their removal to the new house, 
White states that he was driving some nails over 
the windows to fasten them down, when be was 
asked by Mrs. Darety what he was doing that 
for. He said he was afraid that some one might 
get into the house during the night. Mrs. Darety 
then said that the danger did not always come 
from the outside. Inu this way she brought up 
the subject of Armstrong’s murder. He stated 
that he paid no attention to it until he heard 
of the murder from another source, 
and then he drew her out on 
the subject. and let her tell it fully. This oc- 
curred du the ist of last 7 rs. Darety 
confessed to him that Samuel Armstrong was a 
desperate character when be was drunk, and 
was a great gumbler. She was afraid he would 
eventually squander ail of his means and leave 
her daughter penniless. She (Mrs. D.) bad no 
home, and expected to live with her daughter, 
and Armstrong was op to der staying 
there, and blamed her for all the trouble be- 
tween Armstrong and his 
was, therefore, necessary to get 
him, an and her daughter 
an iron pail full of charcoal and put it near his 
head. After lighting it they then closed all the 
doors and windows, and left him there until he 
was dead. Then the old woman (Mrs. ty) 
went in and shot bim in the bead, to make it ap- 
pear as though some one had shot him from the 
door.

GOULD MAY NOT HAVE IT.

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 24.—Mr. Enoch Pratt, a 
Director of the Philadelphia, Wilmington & 
Baltimore Railroad Company, arrived home here 
to-day from Wilmington, where he bad been at- 
tending the annual meeting of the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington & Baltimore Company. He makes 
a somewhat singular statement in regard to the 
recent sale of the Philadelphia, Wiimington & 
Baltimore Railroad to Gould, Garrett, and 
others of: the syndicate, by stating that there is 
a great deal of doubt about the sale. He says 
Mr. Thayer, of Boston, sold his stock, at the 
same time making an agreemout to 
call on other stockholders, wits whom 
be had much influence, and to prevail on them 
to sell theirs. Mr. Thayer did not possess a ma- 
joritv of the stock, and it was necessary for him 
to go among 1,200 stockholders to make it up. 
total amount of stock in the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington & Baltimore was something like 
230,000 shares, ahd the amount required for a 
majority was 120,000. Mr. Thayer had not suc- 
ceeded in getting the 120,000 shares up to yes- 
terday, but he did not know what bad been 
done in Boston during the day. He further states 
that it was no secret that the majority of the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore stock 
bad been sold and bought by a syndicate, but 
from what the papers said one would suppose 
that those most concerned in the matter were 
making every effort to keep the transaction 
quiet. The Itimore & Obio Railroad bad not 
spent one dollar for the Philadelphia. Wilmmg- 
ton & Baltimore Railroad stock, yet the pur- 
chase was called a great victory for the Balti- 
more & Ohio. Messrs. J. W. and Robert Garrett 
were both nal purchasers of the stock, but 
not the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad.

The Richmond & Dan- 
ville combination are doing all they can to di- 
vert trade to the East; Chicago has a longitudi- 
nal road running straight to the gulf; St. Louis 
has not abandoned the cis- Mississippi country;

wall up Cincinnati's road at Ohattanooga, 
efforts of the last- named corporation are un- 
ceasing, and to-day Cincinnati's twenty million 
road is almost literally a line to Lookout Mount- 
din. Norfolk, by the sale of the Bristol Road, is 
a sealed port to Cincinnati; North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and Georgia are only accessibie 
to the merchants of that city by roads con- 
troiled by the Louisville Company, and only a 
small ae of Alabama is left to which the peo- 
ple of Cincinnati have sure access on equal 
terms.

The home of the 
deceased statesman and jurist bas been in this 
city since he first began to assume prominence 
in legal and political circies, and he has been 
loved socially fully as much as he has been ad- 
mired for his wonderful intellectual attain- 
ments. The news of his demise passed from one 
individual to another with almost electrical 
effect. Every voice seemed freighted 
with sorrow, and many a strong 
man wept. So conflicting had been 
the press reports regarding his physical 


„condition that the public paid very little atten- 


tion to the statements this morning that the 
Senator was dying. Therefore the announce- 
ment that he had died at 9:20 came with crush- 
ing effect. 
THE GENERAL EXPRESSION 
was one of profound grief. Mr. Carpenter had 
never been singled out for political bate, and he 
has enjoyed the devoted friendship of all par- 
ties, ereeds, and classes. His pleasant 
philosophy was as much the poor man’s 
as the rich man’s, and his charity, gen- 
tleness, and manliness were 
well as his legal acumen and great 
forensic ability, Men who crossed swords with 
him before the bar, in the political feld, or ia the 
Senatorial arena might be his opponents,—they 
could not choose but be his personai friends. 
While his rebuke was stern and his sarcasm bit- 
ter, his manner was so winning that even the 
object of the attack forgave the thrust. Won- 
derful and noted as Mr. Carpenter was as a law- 
yer and statesman, the piace in which his wit

His fund of quaint stories, drawn from the large 
store collected in his extensive acquaintance 
with books, his silvery, catching laugh, and his 
brilliant colloquial discourse made him a much- 
sought favorite.

Senator Carpenter was 57 rears of age, having 
u born in Moretown, Vt., in 1824. His par- 
ents were poor, and early in lite he was adopted 
by Paui Dilling , ex-Governor of Vermont, 
whose daughter he su uently married. He 
was sent to the West Point Military Academy, 
upon which be attended two years, and went 
thence into the office of Rufus Choate in Bos- 
ton and studied law. He was admitted to the 
Bar in 1845, and three years later removed 
to Wisconsin and began the active prac- 
tice at Beloit. He at once was recognized 
as a man of no ordinary talents, and soon 
achieved a icading position at the Wisconsin 
Rar. He was appointed District Attorney for 
the State, and practiced before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. In 1858 he moved to 
Milwaukee, in which city be bas lived up to the 
time of his death, except when in Washington. 
He was a Democrat until the opening of the 
War, bat upon the annouucement of the assault 
upon Fort Sumter announced himseif as a 
Kepublican, and since that time has been 
recognized as a stalwart. In 1860 Mr. 
Carpenter was chosen United States Senutor by 
the Legisiature of Wisconsin, this being the first 
elective ohe in bis career he had ever held. He 
was elected to succeed Senator Dvolittle, who 
Jobsonized, and incurred the displeasure of the 
Republican party. Cadwallader C. Washburn 
Was his chief opponent. Mr. Carpenter at once 
took front rank lu the United States Senate, and 
later was elected President pro tem. of that 
body. His vote upon the salary grab occasioned 
his defeat in 1875.

SEL. DESTRUCTION. 


Suicide of John C. Moon, a Real-Estate 
Dealer of Indianapolis, Ind. — No 
Known Cause for the Act—Other Cases 
of Self-Killing. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. | 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 24.—Jobn C. Moon, a 
real-estate broker who officed in No. 7 Baidwin 

Block, went to his office this morning, seated 

himself at his desk, and then shot himself 

through the head, the ball entering just 
behind the ear, silling bim instantly. He 
has been a resident of Indiavapolis eight or nine 
years. His home was formerly in Lafayette, and 
his father is Enoch Moon. still a resident of that 
city. So far as is known, Moon was temperate 
in his habits. He was about 8 or 40 years of 
age, and at the time of his death was well 
dressed. Nothing was found on his person to 
explain the motive of the deed. It is said that 
his relations with his father, a man of 70 years, 
had not been altogether picasant. He leaves no 
children. The testimony of all who have 
been much in his society during the past week 
agrees that he has not bees thoroughly in his 
right miod for the past few days. In fact, it ap- 
pears that there is a touch of insanity in the 
famiiy blood. It was bis brother who killed him- 
self at the Lake House, in Lafayette, by rigging 

up a long, sharp knife, which, fitted into a 

groove and heavily weighted, dropped by the 

snapping of astring by a Candie-tlame, into a 

box in which, after taking chioroform, Moon 

had placed his head. The contrivance 
was as successful in its operations as 
it was ingenious in its conception, cutting bis 

head squarely off. This occurred in June, 1876, 

and created a profound sensation at the time. 

The Coroner, on examining the body of Moon, 

found nearly $800 in checks and $238 in cash.

OONSULTING ABOUT THE AFFAIRS OF THE Mon- 
IGAN AVENUE SOCIETY. 

A meeting of the Deacons of the First Baptist

GOSSIP FROM MENTOR.

Menor, O., Feb. 24.—This has been one of 
the dullest of dull days about Mentor. The vis- 
itors to Gen. Garfield, though fewin number, 
have been mostly old friends wuo called to pay 
their respects. He is in good bealth, and, in 
fact, improves every day.

A list has been 
prepared, and at the next suggestion from a 
trusty adviser, he bas arranged the whole again, 
and like the driven snow his thoughts drifted 
this way and that till at last they have found a 
resting place in all probability. Gen. Garfield 
has settled the question in his own mind as to 
the men whom he will select for bis confidential 
advisers. It is almost ide to speculate upon the 
matter. That there will be a surprised Nation on 
this side of the Atiantic after he makes known 
his Cabinet is certain. No man living, I venture 
to say, besides James A. Garfield, knows what 
that Cabinet will be. His most intimate friends 
—those who have been with him almost con- 
stantly—state that in their opinion he has never 
told any one of his probable choice. Men may 
whisper this in confidence, and tay that, but 
they cannot, if they desired ever so much, state 
what will de done. He is apparently giving his 
time now to the preparation of his inaugural. 
Most of the day and evening is spent in 
his study. Visitors are cordially received. 
Words expressive of hearty welcome are always 
heard, but the callers are not allowed to en- 
croach upon his time. He now and then gives 
attention to matters connected with the man- 
agement of his farm, but is busy, seemingly, at 
all times. I have talked with most of the prom- 
inent men who have visited Mentor. To name 
any of the Cabinet, even with all the light of ro- 
cent developments, is a difficult task.

MONOPOLIES. 


Pool-Commissioner Fink Thinks Balil- 
reads Cannot Be Se Classed. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

New Tonk, Feb. 24.—Mr, Albert Fink, Pool 
Commissioner, addresses a long letter to the World, 
discussing the question whether the railroads 
are monopolies, and inclinmg to the belief 
that they are not. He says, taking up Judge 
Black’s address before the anti-monopoly 
meeting: I do not need to say that in the man- 
agement of 80,000 miles of railroads many 
just grounds for complaint may ex- 
ist on the part of individuals, and 
lam willing to and have always acknowledged 
that there area great many abuses that have 
creptinto railroad management which it is de- 
sirable to remedy, and which no one 
is more anxious to remedy than the railroad 
companies themselves. Some of these difficulties 
are, however, ofa nature almost inseparable 
from the management of great affairs, and it 
would be impossible to s0 manage the railroad 
system of this country as to please each indi- 
vidual of the millions of customers with whom 
the railroads come in contact, each 
of whom wants the raijroads run in his par- 
ticular way, and is apt to complain when he 
discovers that this is impossible. Tho thousafid 
complaints that come from the people 
must be sifted, and no judgment must be 
rendered until it bas been ascertained that 
the complaints are based upon just ground, and 
that they are susceptible of a remedy. Mr. 
Thurber and the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation claim that New York should not pay 
more for transportation to or from Cincinnati 
than Buffalo pays, which latter city is nearer 
Cincinnati by 288 mites. How do the citizens of 
Baltimore like sacha proposition? They say it 
would exclude that city practically from par- 
tivipation in 

THE TRADE OF THE COUNTRY. 

The railroad companies, by long experience, 
have agreed upon certain differences in the 
rates from both cities, under which it is demon- 
strated that the trade of both cities prospers 
and that the advance and increase of 
business in both keep pace in 
about the same ratio. The railroad comp anies 
believe that they do justice to both communi- 
ties. Yet New York is not satisfied and Bait- 
more is not satisfied: You may hear complaints 
from either source, and, if you take the justice 
of these complaints Yor granted without any 
ifvestigation, and multi ply them by every indi- 
vidual similariy situated, you may readily ac- 
count for the thousand complaints that come 
to Judge Black ou the wings of the 
wind. But when these complaints are 
examined into and analyzed they disappear 
as Judge Black's tigures, ac ing to 
which the country is robbed of $675,000,000 an- 
nually ty the railroad companies. The great 
mistake that is made by the railroad abusers 
is that they take up an i individual 
case, without examination, and then 
assume it a just and 
true complaint, and then further assume that 
the complaint Ogg to every individual in the 
country. In order to put a check upon these 
fulse reasonings, which tead to such a ridic- 
vious result, we must regard the railroad 
system as a whole, and if it can 
be shown that the railroad companies: did not 
receive even sufficient compensation to cover 
the expense of the service they rendered it is 
impossible that the complaint of extor 
tion and undue exercise of supposed 
monopoly power can be justified, de- 
cause the aggregate of these wrongful acts 
would certainiy show some trace in the 
general results, whereas the general results 

rove that these complaints are not based upon 

acts. As unfounded as are the statements 
made by Judge Biack as to robberies com- 
mitted by the railroad com ies, is the 
impression so generally believed that railroad 
companies are immense monopolies which 
abuse their power and ¢xact unjust taxes from 
the people. Statistics show that during the last 
five years one-fourth of the whole railroad 
property of the country has gone through bank- 
ruptey. 
e cost of this property amounted to 81.20. 
The stockholders ba ve lost their whole 
investment, anda great = rtion of it has 
been lost by the bondholders. How can 
any sane’man make the charge against the 
railroad companies of this country that they are 
monopolists and extortionists that can do and 
charge what ey piease? Would these several 
bundred railroa — rea that have suffered 
in this way gone into bankruptcy if they could 
have charged what they pleased? fact 
is that the charges of railroad companies are 
circumscribed and limited by laws so powerful 
that those who understand them can only 
laugh at the assertion made by Gen. Windom 
and Ju Black that four railroad Presidents 
ave it in their power to arbitrarily 
nake transportation charges what they please. 
They can no more do sd than the agricuiturist 
can fix the price of the products he raises or 
the various manufacturers of the coun- 
try can fix the of their 
wares and force people to buy at 
the prices so fixed. The correctness of this 
proposition can be clearly demonstrated to 
every intelligent man, ut it would re- 
uire too much space in this communica- 
on, and I fear that I have already extended 
my remarks to too great a length, although 
there is much that I would like to say upon 
many other misstatements that were made 
fore the Anti- M y e meeting.”

TAXING OCCUPATIONS. 

Senator Adams’ bill, which taxes almost 
every occupation in Chicago, was taken up on 
third reading. Senator Adams stated the 
purposes of the bill, and wanted any objec- 
tors to speak now, or forever hold their 
peace. The Senator’s offer was accepted at 
once. Senator Clark pitched into the meas- 
ure. After he had spoken against its passage, 
Senator Edwards said he was opposed on 
principle to the bill. Mechanics should not 
be taxed. It would give cities and towns too 
much authority. It virtually gave munici- 
palities, at their pleasure o? displeasure, the 
power to drive people out of towns and cit- 
ies. He knew of no reason why corn-doc- 
tors should be taxed to help support the great 
City of Chicago. 

Senator Shaw said it appeared to him as if 
the city authorities were so extravagant they 
were compelled to tax all avocations to get 
money to carry on the Government. He was 
opposed to the bill. The citizens of Chicago 
were taxed enough already. Let the city 
authorities economize and retrench—not tax 
their people. In 1873 the assessment showed the 
taxable property in Chicago to be over $300,- 
000,000. The last assessment showed a valu- 
ation of a little over $100,000,000. The gen- 
tleinan procee at length to argue tax 
matters.

THE BILL OPPRESSED NOBODY. 


Laboring men were not hurt by it. The sys- 
tem had existed in St. Louis for over ten 
years. This kind of tax was levied in that 
city under special charter. No bad effects 
were complained of, and St. Louisans were 
satisfied with it. There was no reason why 
professional men should be taxed. As for 
corn doctors, some of them made $10,000 per 
annum. Why not tax them? The Senator 
argued at length in favor of his bill.

milk-dealers, and all other business, trades, 
avocations whatever, and to regulate the width of 
the tire of all vehicies for heavy transportation, 
and for this purpose to require a higher license 
if deewed ex ont. in case of vehicles having 
tires of less than the prescribed width; also, to 
license, tax, regulate, or suppress ordinaries, 
peddiers, pawnbrokers, public masquerade balls, 
street exhibitions, fortune-tellers, pistol gal- 
jeries, corn doctors, lock, private, and venereal 
hospitals, museums, nenageries, equestrian per- 
formances, horoscopic views, luog-testers, mus- 
cular developers, and magnifying glasses, when 
guch views, testers, developers, or glasses are 
exhibited and used in public. bitliard-tabies, or 
any other tabies used for amusement, circuses, 
operatic, theatrical, and other exhibitio 
shows, and amusements, and to license, tax, an 
rogulute all occupations and trades not herein- 
before enumerated, of whatever name or char- 


acter. 

The discussion being free for all, a num- 
ber of Senators participated in 
Tom Merrit, in a felicitous s : 
bill was a body blow against boarding-house 
keepers and lung-testers, who drive off con- 
sumption. It would break up the chiropo- 
dist. who had qualitied themselves by consult- 
ing almanacs to remove the painful excres- 
cences arising from tight boots. People had 
none of these troubles in the country, be- 
cause the inhabitants of the rural districts 
went barefooted.

TOWN CONSOLIDATION. 

White, of Cook, with presumably sinister 
designs on the measure, called up the motion 
to reconsider the vote by which the Town 
Consolidation bill was killed the other day. 

Collins, of Cook, argued in favor of the re- 
consideration. All that the bill proposed 
was to submit the question of uniting two or 
more towns to a vote of the people, and he 
was willing to let the question go there, to 
be decided as it might. The advantages of 
town consolidation were apparent, but chief 
among them was the uniformity which must 
necessarily result in the matter of assess- 
ments. 

White opposed the motion, and with it the 
bill, making his old speech in favor of 
“township units“ and attacking the meas- 
ure as something intended to destroy what- 
ever was meant by that favorit phrase. 

Collins asked his colleague if there was 
anything in the bill itself which would ne- 
cessarily bring about consolidation. 

White dodged the question and it was re- 
peated. He took refuge then in the state- 
ment that it was at least a step in that direc- 

The argument would have gone on for 
some time further, but Murphy’s special 


order came up and left the motion to recon- 


sider high and dry. 
COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS. 

Murphy sent up a couple of merely verbal 
amendments to his fixed compensation con- 
stitutional amendment resolution, and made 
a long argument in favor of its adoption. 
There were no other officers in the State be- 
sides members of the General Assembly who 
were allowed a per diem, and at the same 
time allowed the privilege of making as 
much time as they wanted to. The com- 
mon objection—viz.: that the amendment 
was unnecessary, the Constitution em- 
powering the Legislature to fix its 
own pay,—Mr. Murphy thought to 
be no good. Under the Constitution 
the Legislature was prohibited from fixing 
its own pay, andif the present Legislature 
should passabill on this subject it must 
necessarily do this, inasmuch as a portion of 
the Senators held over for another term. His 
own idea had been that $500 a year was suf- 
ficient, but the Judiciary Committee had 
thought $750 the proper figure, and he was 
not disposed to question the soundness of 
their judgment. 

Chafee, of Shelby, wanted to knowif the 
members had ever drawn $750 a session. 

Murphy replied that they had, and pointed 
to the figures as given in the Auditor’s re- 
ports to substantiate his statements, 

The verbal amendments were lost, where- 
upon Carr, of Greene, sent upanother, which 
proposed to make the salary of members 
$1,000 per regular session. It, too, was speed- 
ily lost, as was also the Judiciary Commit- 
tee’s amendment changing the sum origi- 
nally named in the resolution—$500—to $750. 

n, of Vermilion, conterided that the 
principle of 

THE RESOLUTION WAS RIGHT, 

and hoped it would go to the people, who 
were the best judges of what the services of 
the legislators were worth. Generally speak- 
ing, he was in favor of short sessions, and 
quick work in killing bills. 

Cowan, of Macoupin, contended that it was 
all wrong, the people having decided that ten 
years ago when they adopted a Constitution 
leaving it to the members to fix their own 
pay. The tendency of the proposed amend- 
ment was not towards economy, if the char- 
acter of the members was such as it was too 
commonly represented to be—something 
which he did not believe. It piaced a pre- 
mium on extra sessions, and if the members 
were dishonest,—which he still did not be- 
lieve,—they could sit as short a time as they 
pleased, draw full pay, go home, and 
come back again for an extra session. 
Mr. Cowan also took occasion to re- 
ier to the old  forty-days’ sessions 
and the $2 a day pay, and to intimate that 
the palmy days of the third house were in 
danger of being reinaugurated when the 
members were put on an allowance of $500 a 
session. True, a good deal of time was be- 
ing spent in killing bills, but the majority of 
them came from the people, and it was neces- 
sary to attend to them. 

In the course of his talk the member from 
Macoupin was interrupted by a string of 
questions from Joe Mann, who criticized the 
early adjournments of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, as he regarded them, and was answered 
that when the Committee adjourned, it was 
that some of its members, who were also on 
the Election Com mittee, might go to supper 
and then return to the familiar work o 
counting “Miero 1%.”

Being Unable to Pay Over Money

Some Advice Given by the Judge to Holders

Judge Knickerbocker, sitting in the Probate 
Court, gave up nearly all of yesterday to the 
case of Nicholas B. Rappleye, who had been 
brought in by a Baltiff onder an attachment for 
contempt. Mr. Rappleye is the gentieman who 
married the adopted daughter of the late John 
M. Wallace, she getting, by agreement, one- 
sixth of his estate, or about $50,000. Recently 
she filed bill for partition, claiming that as she 
had been adopted by the Doctor she was entitled 
to her fult share of his property, and Judge 
Gardner awarded her one-third, which will give 
her in all from $100,000 to $150,000 if the decision 
be sustained by the higher courts. Mr. Rappleye 
is or wasa loan broker, and at one time was 
quite well off, but at present is not. 

In May, 1872, Mr. Rappleye was appointed 
guardian of the three minor children of Mrs. 
John J. McKinnon, whose estate consisted of 
life-insurance policies calliag for $20,000, but 
which yielded only $16,500. Leonard Swett and 
Wirt Dexter charged $3,500 for their trouble in 
collecting the money. He gave a bond in the 
sum of $42,000, with M.A. Frisbie and John J. 
McKinnon as sureties,—two gentiemen who 
baven't a very large bank account or very much 
— ge at present. Mr. Rappieye took the

he being in partnership with Mr. Frisbie.

ORIGIN OF THE **BAKER’S DOZEN.”

Close by Market street (now Broadway) lived 
and prospered a baker, the first man that ever 
baked New- Year cakes,—in fact, the inventor of 
them. The name of our friend was Voickert 
Jan Pietersen Van Amsterdam, commonly 
known as Baas. He was Dutch from his large 
feet to bis round bald bead, and bad no respect 
for any one or anything that was not Dutch. He 
was a regular attendant at the old Dutch Chureb, 
but, nevertheless, in constant fear of being be- 
witched. His wife, -Marigje, was economical 
even to saving the parings of her nails, and his 
ginger-bread babies were always made in imita- 
tion of his children. It was New-Year Eve, 1654, 
and Baas was in his shop dealing out cakes for 
small pieces of money, called wampum. He had 
taken an extra glass of rum in donor of St. 
Nicholate, when he beard a sharp rap, and sin 
walked us ugly an oid woman as ever be had set 
his eyes on.

Vell, den,” said de. you may gotode duyvel 
und get auodder: you ven't get it bere.” 

From this time on our baker's wife and him- 
self were made miserable. Their money and 
cookies were taken away by invisible bands; 
their bread either ruse out of their sight or sank 
into the earth; their famous brick oven was 
torn down, and r Baas peited with bis own 
bricks; Maritje mune denaf; Baas was black 
and blue from head to toe; and such a life as be 
led was. purgatory. Thrice the old woman ap- 
peared, and thrice was she sent to “ de duyvel.” 
And at last, in his agony, Baas bethought him- 
seif of St. Nicholaus,who advised him, on bearing 
of his troubles, when be counted a dozen to 
count thirteen. 

“ Py St. Johannes de Dooper, put St. Nicholaus 
is a great piockhead!”’ thought Baas: and white 
he was thus thinking, St. Nich bad vanished 
in his stead was the old woman.

Evglish Farmers in Despair—The Ef- 
fect of Bad Marvests and of American 
Com petition—Hopclesness of the Fut- 
ure, , 


London Economist. 

It may be from fear of America, it may be 
from the 10 tinuance of unprofitable har- 
vests, it may be from the rise in the expendl- 
ture especially upon labor, or it may even be 
from increased intelligence, but there is a hope- 
lesness about farmers’ complaints which ex- 
perienced men, familiar with their ways, never 
remember before. They hardly look for any 
improvement. They do not speak of the bad 
times as exceptional. They do not, — each 
other, tuik of prices as sure to improve. bove 
ali, they throw up their farms on apparently 
light provocation. Experienced land agents 
notice a totat difference of tone, an indispos-tion 
to haggle, a sort of determination to make none 
but low offers, and to stick w them. The 
tenants, as „ seem not to want the 
farms, and make offers too low to be enter- 
tained, in a kind of spiteful sport. Very often 
no offersat all can be obtained, and the land 
is either thrown upon the landiord’s hands 
or gves out of cultivation. The latter 
occurrenve was formerly most unusual in Great 
Britain, and seems almost impossible; but there 
is no reason to doubt the statements made that 
in every county in the South and East large 
numbers of farms formeriy yreldmg good rents 
are lying idie, the landlords being unwilling to 
let at low ts to men who ask long leases, and 
unwilling to caltivate fur themselves or able to 
bear a temporary ices. We know in our own 
experience of a district in which eleveu farms, 
poorish to fair as to soil, are deserted and un- 
tilled, and have read advertisements of a quite 
extruordinary character in the wer of tempta- 
tion to tenants. Ot farms in the tandiord’s 
hands, and of farms broken into two or three, 
there is no end, while land in modest patches has 
sunk jo value in a degree which suggests a kind 
of drea@umong teuants as well as land buyers.

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The Horrible Condition of a Van Bu- 
ren Street Building . 
Disease-Breeding Material Found in 
Enormous Quantities. 


A Tenement House That Needs a Thorough 
and Immediate Overhauling. 


The South Side was the scene of yesterday aft- 
ernoon’s investigations by Tas Trisune Health 
Commissioners. In driving along its streets and 
alleys, notwithstanding that the freshly-fallen 
snow had thrown a mantle of cleanliness over 
their surfaces, the exceeding nastiness of the 
collectious of filth everywhere to be seen shocked 
the eye and only failed to vigorously assault the 
nasal organ because of the prevailing low tem- 
perature. The cold weather is at present acting 
as a storer-up of decomposabie material against 
the warm spring and summer weather, which, 
when it comes, will find the city with an enor- 
mously larger quantity of disease-breeding filth 
in its borders than was ever before left at the 
close of the winter season. 

THE FIRST LOCALITY 

which the Com missioners visited was a character- 
istic specimen of the pest-holes which abound 
throughout the city, and which only await the 
arrival of the proper conditions to convert them 
into ceutres of disense-propagation. Viewed 
from the street the block presented a fairly de- 
cent appearance; it was only upon diving into 
the recesses of its back premises that the, in 
some respects, unutterable filthiness of the 
place became apparent. The block in question 
is the one standing on the southwest corner of 
Clark and Van Buren streets, consisting of 
several two-story and basement bricks, of which 
the upper stories are occupied as tenements, the 
lower Hats being used as places of business. 
Four of the houses in the biock are on Van 
Buren street and three of them on Clark street, 
and it is in the square yard in their rear that the 
acmé of unsanitary conditions seems to have 
been reached. 

The yard is some feet lower than the alley 
which runs along its western side, and hence it 
has gradually become the receptacie, not only of 
the flith flung into it by the tenants, but also of 
much that has been left upon the alley to await 
in desperation the arrival of the conscientious 
scavenger. The southern side of the yard is 
ornamented by eight privy buildings, each siand- 
ing at its own peculiar angle, and each a weather- 
beaten and very disreputabie-iooking structure. 
They were investigated very 1 but a cas- 
ual glance suffi to reveal their horrible con- 
«ition, which must remain unmentioned, with 
the assurance to the reader that, with the wild- 
est flight of imagination, no one couid —— 
to himseif anything 80 utterly vile and so foreign 
to what ought to exist m such a city as Chi- 
cago. There the abomination stands, however, 
— two blocks away from the offices of 

ealth Department. The shocking condivion of 
these necessary appendages to the block had of 
course rendered them unfit for use, and in dif- 
ferent parts of the yard the inevitable and dis- 
gusting result was apparent. re lay also 
piles upon piles of, garbage. They covered 
the open ground and occupied nm cor 
ners under the galleries, and present- 
ed an even larger assortment of decomposable 
materials than the usual garbage pile affords, 
the housekeeping tenants above, the stores on 
the ground floor, and the Chinese laundries in 
the basements combining to lend the charm of 
variety to the stuff they fung out into the yard 
behind them. 

Having climbed a snow-burdened stairway 
leading to the gallery running along the upper
